DELICATE INSTRUMENT 
FOR MEASURING HEAT 
OF STAR SPECTRA 


An instrument so delicate that 
fly wings are employed to record 
its impressions is being used in 
experiments conducted at the Mt. 
Wilson Observatory near Pasa- 
dena, Cal. Dr. C. G. Abbott, of the 


Smithsonian Institution, Wash- 
ington, is the inventor of the de- 
vice, the purpose of which is to 
measure the heat of the spectra 
of stars. The fly wings in the shape 
of atiny “vane” are suspended from 
quartz fibres in a mirror about 
the size of a couple of pinheads. 
When a ray of starlight, passing 
through a prism, is trained on the 
blackened fly wings, the vane 
turns the fibre. The amount of 
the turn is registered by the tiny 
mirror that reflects another beam 
of light along a calibrated arc. 
Photo shows Dr. Abbott with his 
instrumens.
